In compliance with the requirements of the Revised 
Ordinances, I have the honor to submit the annual 
report of the Weights and Measures Department for the 
year 1947. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The department was established by ordinance in 
1890. The present force consists of a Sealer, a chief 
clerk, a chief deputy sealer, sixteen deputy sealers and 
a coal inspector. . 

The work performed is both mechanical and super- 
visional and requires the transportation of working 
standards of weights and measures. A fleet of ten 
trucks is in daily use. Daily reports of all work per- 
formed with all fees collected are submitted by the 
employees. 

The headquarters of the department, consisting of an 
office and work room, in which are kept the primary 
standards issued by the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, are located in Rooms 105, 106 and 107 of the 
City Hall Annex, Boston. 
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GENERAL DUTIES. 


The general duties of the Sealer and the deputies 
are set forth in the General Laws of Massachusetts, 
chapters 94, 98 and 101. Briefly, they state the require- 
ments regarding the sealing, adjusting or condemning 
of all weighing or measuring devices that are in use for 
the buying or selling of goods, wares or merchandise, for 
public weighing or for hire or reward. Sealers are also 
authorized to enforce the laws pertaining to the giving 
of false weight or measure; the laws relative to the 
licensing of hawkers, pedlers and transient vendors; 
the examination of coal as to quality, and the weighing 
of coal offered for sale; the inspection of containers, the 
size, shape and dimensions of which are established by 
law; the investigation of complaints and the prosecution 
of violations found when the evidence warrants such 
action. 


REWEIGHINGS MApE oF Foop AND FURL. 


The work of testing and sealing weighing and meas- 
uring devices comes first because without accurate 
equipment for weighing or measuring merchandise no 
one could be expected to deliver accurate weight or 
measure. This work would prove of small value if sub- 
sequent effort was not made to determine how these 
devices were being used. Orders made up and await- 
ing delivery; fuel in transit and the ordering of goods by 
our deputies with the subsequent reweighing to deter- 
mine the accuracy, form this branch of our work.

In addition to the above amount that is received as 
the result of the enforcement of the above law by this 
department and paid to the City Collector, the depart- 
ment received in fees for the testing and sealing and 
adjusting of weighing and measuring equipment 
$21,333.30. 

The budget expenditures for the year totaled 
$66,134.45.

It is interesting to note that during the year the 
department received 1,225 requests to test and seal new 
equipment before being placed in service. This is a 
further indication that the vast majority of the busi- 
ness concerns are ready and willing to comply with the 
General Laws that require that all new equipment be 
tested and sealed before being placed in service. 


COMPLAINTS AND PROSECUTIONS. 


During the year the department received 98 com- 
plaints, each one being investigated, and when possible 
a report of our findings made to the person making the 
complaint. | 

It is the duty of this department to protect the entire 
public which it serves in all matters involving the com- 
mercial determination of quantity, to see to it that 
whenever merchandise or service is bought or sold by 
weight or measure, .a just weight or measure is deliv- 
ered and that fraud, carelessness and ignorance are 
eliminated. 

At all times we earnestly request the public to call 
to our attention any violations of weights and measures 
laws. 

During the year four violations were presented to the 
courts and the defendants were found guilty. 


INSPECTIONS AND TESTS. 


After weighing and measuring devices are sealed, fre- 
quent inspections of them are made to make certain 
that they are maintained in the same condition as they 
were left at the time of sealing. In certain instances 
the law prescribes the size, shape and dimensions of 
containers. The inspection of these containers, the 
examination of coal as to quality and the inspection of 
hawkers and pedlers and other related items form this 
branch of our work.

COMPLAINTS AND PROSECUTIONS. 


During the year 1946 the department received 99 
complaints from citizens, each one being investigated, 
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and when possible a report of our finding sent to the 
person making the complaint. 

This department needs the active support of the 
purchasing public in reporting violations of weights and 
measures laws. 

In addition to the investigation of complaints made 
to the department investigations on our own initiative 
were made, with the result that 26 violations were 
presented to the courts and fines amounting to $750 
. were imposed.

REWEIGHING OF Foop, FUEL AND OTHER COMMODITIES. 


The vast majority of the merchants in this city are 
honest and fair in their dealings with the public. They 
welcome inspections by this department, they know 
that after having their weighing or measuring devices 
tested and sealed by this department that they are 
protected against loss arising from incorrect devices. 

There are however some few who seek to enrich 
themselves by selling commodities by short weight or 
measure. 

To protect the consumers of this city against this 
class of dealer and to correct errors that do arise due to 
inexperienced help and haste in the packaging of mer- 
chandise, this department during the past year devoted 
considerable time to the reweighing of goods put up in 
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advance of sale. This work also consisted of reweighing 
of orders awaiting delivery, and the ordering of mer- 
chandise to determine whether charges were made for 
trays, paper, etc., used in the packages; merchandise 
was also reweighed to determine whether the correct 
weight was received. A list of the reweighings made 
during the year follows.

S1r,— In compliance with the requirements of the 
Revised Ordinances, I have the honor to. submit the 
annual report of the Weights and Measures Depart- 
ment for the year 1945. 

The department was established by ordinance in 
1890. The present force consists of a Sealer, a chief 
clerk, eighteen deputy sealers and a coal inspector. 
At the present time, two members of the department 
are serving with the armed forces of the United States. 

The work performed is both mechanical and super- 
visional and requires the transportation or working 
standards of weights and measures. A fleet of nine 
trucks is in daily use. Daily reports of all work per- 
formed with all fees' collected are submitted by the 
employees. 

The headquarters of the department, consisting of an 
office and work room, in which are kept the primary 
standards issued by the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, are located in Rooms 105, 106 and 107 of the 
City Hall Annex, Boston. 
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GENERAL DUTIES. 


The general duties of the Sealer and the deputies are 
set forth in the General Laws of Massachusetts, chap- 
ters 94,98 and 101. Briefly, they state the requirements 
regarding the sealing, adjusting or condemning of all 
weighing or measuring devices that are in use for the 
buying or selling of goods, wares or merchandise, for 
public weighing or for hire or reward. Sealers are also 
authorized to enforce the laws pertaining to the giving 
of false weight or measure; the laws relative to the 
licensing of hawkers, pedlers and transient vendors; 
examination of coal as to quality and the weighing of 
coal when offered for sale; the inspection of containers, 
the size, shape and dimensions of which are established 
by law; the investigation of complaints and the prose- 
cution of violations found when the evidence warrants 
such action.

REWEIGHING OF Foop, FUEL AND OTHER COMMODITIES. 


The work of testing and sealing all weighing or 
measuring devices comes first, because without accurate 
equipment for weighing or measuring merchandise no 
one could be expected to deliver accurate weight or 
measure. 

The use of correct weighing and measuring equip- 
ment tested and sealed by this department is not in - 
itself, however, any guaranty that correct quantities 
will be delivered. 

The vast majority of the merchants in this city are 
honest and fair in their dealings with the public. They 
welcome inspections by this department, they know 
that after having their weighing or measuring equip- 
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ment tested and sealed by this department that they 
are protected against loss arising from incorrect devices. 

This department during the year devoted con- 
siderable time to the reweighing of goods put up in 
advance of sale. This work also consisted of reweigh- 
ing of orders awaiting delivery, and the ordering of 
merchandise to determine whether charges were made 
for trays, paper, etc., used in the packages and also to 
determine that correct weight was received. A list of 
the weighings made follows:

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COMPLAINTS AND PROSECUTIONS. 


During the year 1945 the department received 
ninety-nine complaints from citizens, each one being 
investigated, and when possible a report *of our findings 
sent to the person making the complaint. 

At all times we earnestly request the public to call 
to our attention any violations of weights and measures 
laws. Frequently cases called to our attention in one 
section of our city result in investigations in other parts 
of the city, and when the conditions complained of are 
corrected all of the consumers of the city benefit. 

Six violations were presented to the courts and fines 
amounting to $160 were imposed. 

Since the severe meat shortage of last spring certain 
dealers in our city have developed a practice in the sale 
of merchandise in which there is no statement of weight 
made at the time of sale. When cases have been pre- 
sented to the courts, as the result of overcharges made, 
certain courts have ruled that it is necessary to have a 
statement of weight to sustain a complaint of short 
weight. 

To correct this condition that has operated to the 
advantage of a small number of dealers in our city, new 
legislation has been introduced to the present session 
of the -Legislature, and will, if adopted, enable this 
department to further protect the consuming public 
in our city.

Briefly, they state the require- 
ments regarding the sealing, adjusting, or condemning 
of all weighing or measuring devices that are in use for 
the buying or selling of goods, wares, or merchandise, 
for public weighing or for hire or reward. Sealers are 
also authorized to enforce the laws pertaining to the 
giving of false weight or measure; the laws relative to 
the licensing of hawkers, pedlers, and transient vendors; 
the examination of coal as to quality, and the weighing 
of coal offered for sale; the inspection of containers, the 
size, Shape, and dimensions of which are established by 
law: the investigation of complaints and the prosecu- 
tion of violations found when the evidence warrants 
such action.

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COMPLAINTS AND PROSECUTIONS. 


During the year 1945 the department received 
ninety-nine complaints from citizens, each one being 
investigated, and when possible a report of our findings 
sent to the person making the complaint. 

At all times we earnestly request the public to call 
to our attention any violations of weights and measures 
laws. Frequently cases called to our attention in one 
section of our city result in investigations in other parts 
of the city, and when the conditions complained of are 
corrected all of the consumers of the city benefit. 

Six violations were presented to the courts and fines 
amounting to $160 were imposed. 

Since the severe meat shortage of last spring certain 
dealers in our city have developed a practice in the sale 
of merchandise in which there is no statement of weight 
made at the time of sale. When cases have been pre- 
sented to the courts, as the result of overcharges made, 
certain courts have ruled that it is necessary to have a 
statement of weight to sustain a complaint of short 
weight. 

To correct this condition that has operated to the 
advantage of a small number of dealers in our city, new 
legislation has been introduced to the present session 
of the Legislature, and will, if adopted, enable this 
department to further protect the consuming public 
in our city.

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COMPLAINTS AND PROSECUTIONS. 


During the year 1945 the department received 
ninety-nine complaints from citizens, each one being 
investigated, and when possible a report of our findings 
sent to the person making the complaint. 

At all times we earnestly request the public to call 
to our attention any violations of weights and measures 
laws. Frequently cases called to our attention in one 
section of our city result in investigations in other parts 
of the city, and when the conditions complained of are 
corrected all of the consumers of the city benefit. 

Six violations were presented to the courts and fines 
amounting to $160 were imposed. 

Since the severe meat shortage of last spring certain 
dealers in our city have developed a practice in the sale 
of merchandise in which there is no statement of weight 
made at the time of sale. When cases have been pre- 
sented to the courts, as the result of overcharges made, 
certain courts have ruled that it is necessary to have a 
statement of weight to sustain a complaint of short 
weight. | 

To correct this condition that has operated to the 
advantage of a small number of dealers in our city, new 
legislation has been introduced to the present session 
of the Legislature, and will, if adopted, enable this 
department to further protect the consuming public 
in our city. 


CONCLUSION. 
The success of the work of the department for the 


past year is due to the effort on the part of the employees 
who throughout the year have been faithful in the 
performance of the work assigned them. 

To the employees, the Director of Standards, and to 
all citizens who have cooperated with the department 
during the past year, the Sealer extends his sincere 
thanks.
